article 12 of the Constitution to read 
as follows: “The term corporation 
as used in this article shall be con- 
strued to include all joint stock com. 
panies, associations or business trusts 


having any powers or privileges not | 


possessed by individuals or partner- 
ships; provided, however, the term 
business trusts as used in this Con. 
stitution shall include only such vol- 
untary equitable trusts created by 
written instrument or declarations 
of trust the beneficial interest under 
which ts divided into transferable 


certificates or participation of 
shares.”’

A monument has been erected on 
the spot where she passed from this 
life, and numberless pictures have 
been painted in commemoration of 
her deeds as well as statues raised 
to her memory.
